It here once the ox caris full of upper ore made their w ay through 
Indian country over the first hard surfaced road in the United States, 
a caravan of aboqt pti earn carrying H0 members of the Momoe County 
Historical Society wended its way up the Old Mine Road to Port Jervis 
on Saturday afternoon. 
There a. delegation of about 4© members of the M inkink Valley 


Historical Society, the Port Jet- 
Cis Garden Club and other civic 
organizations 
were watting 
to 
greet them, and special displays 
of h stories! material had b -en ar­ 
ranged for their inspection. 
The caravan, led1 by Historic al 


Society pi evident, Roger Dunn­ 
ing, assembled at the Ramsey 
School in Stroudsburg at 1 pm. 
Maps of the route to be followed 
were distributed and the caravan 
was off, down Seventh Street an\j 
over Foxlown Hill to the Dela­ 
ware Water Gap bridge, there to 
turn under the speedway and 
take the winding toad up the 
Delaware River.
